The local Hospital Schools of Nursing are 


at this time enrolling students for the Sep- 
tember classes. 


Young women between the ages of I7y2 


and 35 years of age interested in nursing are 
urged to contact the director of nurses with- 
out delay. High school graduation and good 
health are the requirements. Qualities im- 
portant in nursing include a genuine liking 
for people, dependability, resourcefulness, a 
spirit of service and a sense of humor. 


Life in nursing school is not unlike life in 


college. As a student nurse you live in the 
nurses' residence, and you also attend 
classes, study and take examinations. 


The length of the course is three years 


and during that time the student receives ex- 
perience in the general care of medical, sur- 
gical, maternity and children's diseases. 
Upon graduation the student takes the New 
York State Board of Regents examinations 
which makes the graduate a registered pro- 
fessional nurse. 


Both the Benedictine Hospital School of 


Nursing and the Kingston School of Nurs- 
ing are approved by the State Department 
of Education and the hospitals have the ap- 
proval of the American College of Surgeons, 
the American Medical Association and the 
American Hospital Association.

There can be no question but that Japan did 


not live up to these treaties for the limitation of 
armaments 
In fact, in 1938, the governments of 


Great Britain, France and the United States pro- 
tested that ". . . Japan is constructing or has au- 
thorized the construction of capital ships of a ton- 
nage and armament not in conformity with the 
limitations and restriction-! of the Treaty, the Gov- 
ernment of the United States addressed an inquiry 
to the Japanese Government and the Japanese Gov- 
ernment did not choose to furnish information with 
regard to its present naval construction or its plans 
for future constructions " 


The difficulty with disarmament and limitations 


of armaments is that some countries honestly con- 
form to treaties and live up to their obligations 
while others secretly and dishonestly continue to 
arm and to improve their means of warfare. Some 
countries simply cannot be trusted. 


Thus far, no effective means have been found 


for determining the facts 
No sovengn power has 


been willing to permit outside inspection of its 
means of defense 
The first offer for universal 


Inspection was made by the United States in con- 
nection with the atomic bomb in the Baruch pro- 
posal. This, Soviet Russia rejected out of hand 
and the matter is still being discussed and probably 
will be for a long time 
The Russians, not having 


the atomic bomb, are willing to put a restriction 
upon it, but they will not submit to inspection 


Inspection and full and free publication of the 


facts is the only means to insure that agreements
